ST. LOUIS AREA 


Experts Propose 3 Major, 
One Secondary, 15 
Minor and 13 Local 


Personal Fields. 


PLAN IS PRESENTED 
TO CITY COMMISSION 


3 Big Landing Areas 
Listed Are Lambert-St, 
Louis and Columbia 
Bottoms, and Lakeside. 


A system of 35 airports in the 
St. Louis area, including three ma- 
jor fields, one secondary, 15 mi- 
nor, 13 looal personal fields and 
three congested-area ports was 
suggested in a comprehensive re- 
gional airport plan presented to 
the Municipal Airport Commis- 
sion by Horner and Shifrin, con- 
sulting engineers, at the commis- 
sions meeting today. 

The three major fields listed 
are Lambert-St. Louis Field, Co- 


lumbia Bottoms Airport and Lake- 
side Airport, which is near Horse- 
shoe Lake on the East Side. A 
secondary field planned is at Cur- 
tiss-Parks Airport, which is sug- 
gested as an intermediate field 
for serving feeder lines, larger 
military planes, industria] activi- 
ties that have considerable devel- 
opment in that vicinity and cer- 
tain of the larger private non- 
scheduled commercial flying ac- 
tivities. 

It is particularly well suited to 
these needs. the report states, be- 
cause it is accessible to the cen- 
tral business district of St. Louis 
and should prove to be an ideal 
location for feeder line stops, 

The plan in general outline con- 
forms to suggestions previously 
made by Oliver L, Parks, a mem- 
ber of the Municipal Airport Com- 
mission. 


Location ef Airports, 
Seven of the minor and train- 
ing fields are in Illinois and eight 
in Missouri, and one of the local 
personal ports is in Illinois and 
12 in Missouri. Ail of the con- 
gested district airports are in St. 
Louis. The division, the report 
states, is in balance with the pro- 
portionate amounts of population 
and business and industrial ac- 
tivity in the parts of the metro- 
politan area in the two states. 

“The minor airports are planned 
to serve the smaller non-scheduled 
commercial planes, large concen- 
trations of privately-owned per- 
sonal planes, pilot training and to 
serve as all-purpose ports for out- 
lying communities of the region,” 
it continues. 

Six of the fields in this classifi- 
cation are recommended for par- 
tial use for non-scheduled com- 
mercial operation: One would be 
at Granite City, one in the Alton- 
Wood River area, one at Natiaqnal 
City, one in the extreme south- 
western part of the city, one in 
the northern part of the city and 
near the river, and the sixth is 
an expanded field on the site of 
the present Meramec Airport in 
St. Louis County. 

Four other minor airports are 
planned as all-purpose airports 
for outlying communities, and to 
furnish services to industry and 
commerce, They would be at St. 
Charles, Belleville, one near Glen 
Carbon to serve both Edwardsville 
and Collinsville, and one for 
roe County. 


Training Fields. / 


Starling, Ellisville and Kratz 
fields on this side of the river, 
Harnist Field near Belleville and 
another planned in the area of 
Chesterfield, St. Louis County, 
would be used for training pur- 
poses. 

Of the personal fields suggested, 
one is inside the city, limits and 
another field of this type would 
be north of Alton. 

Only one of the 11 sites in St. 
Louis County is within an urban 
area. It would be north of Uni- 
versity City. Eight of the others 
are a short distance west of Lind- 
bergh boulevard between Lemay 
Ferry and St. Charles roads. A

B-29S HIT NAGOYA, JAPS’ THIRD CITY 


ENEMY CONVOY SMASHED OFF LEYTE 


10 SHIPS SUNK 
OR LEFT AFIRE 
BY U. 5. PLANES 
AND P-1 BUATS 


Four Destroyers Among 
Vessels Hit—Japanese 
Troop Losses Believed 
Heavy — Rain Stalls 
Ground Action. 


GEN. MacARTHUR’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Philippines, Dec, 13 
(AP).—More thousands of Japa- 
nese troops were drowned off 
western Leyte’ Monday and Tues- 
day in Philippine inland seas in 
which more than 30,000 Japanese 
soldiers have died as a result of 
American destruction of rein- 
forcement convoys. 

The latest losses occurred as 
American planes, attacking for 36 
hours, accounted for five trans- 
ports and four destroyers of an 
ll-ship convoy despite a terrific 
battle put up by Japanese fighter 
aircraft, Night-prowling patrol- 
torpedo boats blasted a _ sixth 
transport, leaving only a destroyer 


of the enemy convoy to get away 
unscathed, 

' Of the total, four transports and 
three destroyers were listed as 
sunk, with one destroyer and two 
transports left “dead in the water 
and burning.” 

Enemy Troop Losses Heavy. 

Gen, Douglas MacArthur, whose 
previous communique accounts of 
the devastation wrought on eight 
other convoys estimated at least 
80,000 enemy soldiers perished, said 
today concerning the ninth con- 
voy: 

“Enemy troop losses by drown- 
ing are believed to have been 
heavy.” 

The six transports and five de- 
stroyers were spotted Monday at 
dawn off northwest Leyte. 

During the day, Army and Ma- 
rine planes, boring through 
swarms of Japanese fighters over 
the convoy, sank three destroyers. 
a transport of 10,000 tons, a sec- 
ond of 6000 tons and a third of 
4000 tons, 

That night, two patrol-torpedo 
boats sent down a 5000-ton trans- 
port of the convoy at anchor at 
Palompon. 

Palompon, ‘connected by a poor, 
winding trail to the Ormoc corri- 
dor, is the supply port of last re- 
sort for the Japanese since the loss 
of Ormoc, 16 miles to the south- 
east. . 
Tuesday at Palompon, Yank 
planes so severely blasted a fourth 
destroyer and two §freighter- 
transports that all probably sank. 

Although the Japanese had all 
night in which to unload the ves- 
sels which had survived the initial 
phase of the attack and reached 
Palompon, American flyers saw 
little evidence either of men or 
materiel on the beach.

of Nagoya, Japan’s third largest 
city and one.of its most inflam- 
mable targets, was bombed at 
midafternoon today by a force of 
Superfortresses equaling or ex- 
ceeding the largest group of B-29s 
yet to hit Japan. 

(A Twentieth Air Force com- 
munique issued in Washington 
said preliminary reports from 
crews disclosed that the bombing 
was accomplished visually, result- 
ing in large explosions in the 
target area. Antiaircraft fire was 
moderate and fighter opposition 
slight. 

(The communique said no de- 
tails were yet available on B-29 
losses, if any. It gave no official 
figure on the number of Super- 
fortresses participating in the 
raid, but authorized statements 
indicated it was upward of 100.) 

Upsetting enemy defenses, the 
Superfortresses made a feint to- 
ward Tokyo and then cut north- 
west to Nagoya, withdrawing over 


Nagoya Bay after making their 
bombing runs. 


Whereas bombing runs in the 
raids on Tokyo were made with 
the wind at great speed over the 
target, today’s Superfortresses 
went into action in the face of a 
westerly wind, slowing their speed 
and probably increasing the accu- 
racy of their bombing. 


The planes also flew 3000 to 
4000 feet lower than they did in 
the Tokyo raids, flying under the 
cirrus cloud layer to avoid leav- 
ing vapor trails, 


As Lt. Gen. Jimmie Doolittle’s 
daring raiders did more than two 
years ago, the B-29s employed the 
great Nagoya Castle on the city’s 
highest ground about seven miles 
north of the docks area as a land- 
mark. 

Today’s flight involved a round 
trip of about 3000 miles, 300 to 400 
miles less than required to reach 
Tokyo. 

Several B-29s made night recon- 
naissance flights over the Nagoya 
area the last few days, finding it 
blacked out, with no searchlights, 
ack-ack. or interception, but visi- 
ble in clear weather. Nagoya has

PARIS, Dec. 13 (AP).—As the 
Allied armies ground out new 
gains on the western front today, 
the Germans were disclosed to 
have thrown a new “device” into 
the war—mysterious silvery balls 
which float in the air.

ATHENS, Dec. 13 (AP).—Rejec- 
tion of British terms for settle- 


ment of the Greek crisis was an- 
nounced today by town criers of 
the left-wing E. A, M. (National 
Liberation Front), who traversed 
the streets shouting: “We shall 
fight on if it means smashing 
down all Athens.” 

The British terms provided that 
the E. L. A. S., militia of the E. 
A. M., agree to obey British orders 
and that its forces in Athens and 
Attica province lay- down their 
arms, ~ : 

The heart of the capital was 
shaken by heavy explosions as the 
E. L. A..S. sent dynamite-laden 
street cars careening against 
British tanks in Omonia Square. 

E. L. A. S. troops attacked the 

center of Athens during the night 
even while their leaders were de- 
bating British orders to cease fir- 
ing: 
The strongest assault was aimed 
at a British barracks northeast of 
the heart of the capital on the 
Kifissia road. 

(A British communique broad- 
cast from Athens said further 
British reinforcements had gone 
into action, thet some progress 
had been made against the 
E.L.A.S. armed force of the 
E.A:M.—National Liberation Front 
—in Piraeus, port of Athens, and 
that Royal Air Force planes 
silenced an E.L.A.S. 75-millimeter 
gun firing on central Athens.)

MOVE UP CANN 


Reds Say Nothing of Fall 
of City Being Imminent 
—Nazis Dug In, Fight- 
ing Stubbornly.

MOSCOW, Dec. 13 (AP).—Rus- 
sian assault forces pointed toward 
Budapest today from newly cap- 
tured Godollo, 10% mileg to the 
northeast, while artillery drew up 
in close formation at the northern 
and southern outskirts of the 
Hungarian capital. | 

Despite the close approach of 
the Red Army, siege semi-circle no 
front. dispatches .mentioned any- 
thing about the fall of the Hun- 
garian capital being “imminent.” 

The city’s inhabitants have fled 
westward by the thousands and 
the German garrison was said to 
have dug.in apparently deter- 
mined to hold out until full de- 
struction of the city. 

From the Russian positions 
many fires could be observed in- 
side the city. 

The fall of Godollo ripped a 
wide gap in the enemy’s defense 
lines northeast of Budapest. An 
important rail junction, it was the 
last major enemy bastion con- 
trolling the approaches from that 
direction. A Soviet communique 
said the Germans lost 400 killed 
in its fall yesterday. 

The Moscow communique also 
announced capture of Sajoszent- 
peter, 10 miles north of Miskolc, 
and 10 other towns in the central 
Slovakia border area, one of them 
16 miles north of Miskolc. 

These advances appeared likely 
to be linked eventually with the 
new operations to the west, north 
of the Danube bend, the objective 
being to pinch off from behind 
some 60 miles of mountainous 
German defenses in northern Hun- 
gary. 

Izvestia declared that “complete 
liberation of the Czechoslovak re- 
public is near.” . 


HODGES TROOPS 

ULEAR GERMANS 
FROM FIVE-MILE 
STRETCH OF ROER 


Seventh Army Nears Sieg- 
fried Line, Begins 
Shelling Reich — Pat. 
ton’s Men Knock Out 
More Rillboxes. 


PARIS, Dec. 13 (AP).—The 
southern wing of the United 
States First Army sprang into ac- 
tion today south of the Hurtgen 
forest, advancing up to two miles 
and capturing three villages, 
while to the north on both sides 


of Duren the First Army cleared 
the Germans from five miles of 
the west bank of the Roer River. 

The new attack sector was 
about 13 miles southwest of Duren 
and directly west of the Rhine 
River university town of Bonn, 
35 miles away. Among the towns 
overrun in this area by Lt, Gen. 
Courtney H. Hodges’ troops was 
Rollesbroich, two and a half miles 
west of the Roer River and about 
five miles east of Rotgen, first 
German town conquered by Amer- 
ican armies. 

The other villages seized in the 
drive widening the First Army 
assault front to 20 miles were 
Bickerath and Simmerath, the lat- 
ter a road junction about two 
miles southeast of Lammersdorf, 
Generally, the Germans appeared 
to be taken by surprise.

Berlin Reply to LaGuardia Says He 
Admits Nazis Will Rule 100 Years 


LONDON, Dec, 18 (AP), — A 
German spokesman commented 
with “biting frony” today, the Ber- 
lin radio said, on Mayor Fiorello 
LaGuardia’s statement that New 
Yorkers would not deal with the 
Germans for 100 years if New 
York were bombarded with V-3 
weapons. 

(In a broadcast Sunday La- 
Guardia said: “To the Nazis: 
Don't think you'll get away with 
it. If an attempt is made to bomb 
a defenseless city, the people of 
New York will have no business 
relations with Naziland for 100 
years to come.”) 

“Apparently the Americans have 


gained permission to bomb Turin, 
Milan, Ravenna, Cologne, Munich 
or Vienna at discretion, while it 
is a deadly sin to do harm to New 
York,” the spokesman said. “This 
American statement is grotesque.” 

The spokesman, described as 
“amused,” added: “This shows 
that LaGuardia reckons with the 
fact that the National Socialists 
will rule Germany for the next 
100 years at least.”

ALSO HIT KOREA

Admitting that “there was some

The Japanese imperial headquar- 
ters communique said: 

“This afternoon, Dec. 13, about 
80 B-29s from the Marianas Islands 
in small formations respectively 
raided the Tokyo vicinity and the 
Shikoku area, and with the main 
force raided Aichi and Shiuoka 
prefectures. As for war results 
achieved in intercepting these 
planes, investigations are under 
way at present. 

“Though there was some dam- 
age on the ground in Aichi and 
Shizuoka perfectures, no damage 
was suffered in the other areas.” 
The Japanese new agency Domei 
defined the target more closely, 
saying that the bombs were 
dropped over the Nagoya and 
Hamamatsu areas but added that 
the bombs had been dropped “at 
random.” 

Nagoya, is in Aichi and Hama- 
matsu is in Shizuoka, on the east 
coast of Honshu, southwest of 
Tokyo. The raids on these cities, 
said Domei, occurred at about 1:30 
p. m., Japanese time. 

Domei also admitted that dam- 
age had been inflicted but asserted 
it was “slight,” and said inter- 
cepting Japanese fighter planes 
were “believed to have caused 
heavy losses to the enemy.”

Nagoya’s 1940 population was 
1,328,084 und is exceeded in size 
only by Tokyo, 165 air miles to the 
northeast, and Osaka, about 90 
miles to the southwest.

Manor Damaged, Tokyo Re- 
ports—Emperor Prays 
‘for Victory.’ 


MELBOURNE, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
Taketoro Ogata, president of the 
Japanese Information Office, in a 
broadcast from Japan today, said 
bombs had caused damage to a 
manor on the Imperial Palace

“The enemy has raided us from 
time to time and bombs have even

An Unsolved Shooting. 

When Deputy Sheriffs of St. 
Clair County were investigating 
the unsolved gang shooting at 
Club Royal gambling casino near 
Belleville, Armes surrendered for 
questioning, but was released when 
he could add nothing to the 
mysterious shooting. 

Armes, who has been living 
near Metropolis, although his 
parents live in Herrin, first broke 
with the Shelton gang in 1935, 
when the gang declined to offer 
him financial support to fight 
charges of assaulting a Govern- 
ment officer.

Edward W. Kuhn, 
Couch’s counsel, told the court- 
martial Couch had written to his 
superior officer complaining that 
the Globe American Corporation 
was “jamming lifeboats through 
without his inspection.” 

Lt.. Couch told the court-martial 
that a conversation with Roger 
G. Thomas, chief expediter for the 
company whom the bribes alleg- 
edly weré solicited, took place 
when he was Intoxicated and did 
not know what was happening. 
He reported their conversation, as 
he remembered it, concerned ob- 
taining more whisky. 

Couch also testified that the 
company did not like his inspec- 
tion policies and was trying to get 
rid of him. Three character wit- 
nesses for Lt. Couch testified and 
statements from nine otherg were 
read. 

When the presiding officer of 
the court-martial asked Couch if 
he desired to make a statement, 
he replied he had never gone to 
officer’s training school and that 
he was a marine engineer. He 
said he had received no indoctrin- 
ation into rules and regulations of 
the Coast Guard and was unfa- 
millar with them. 

Before entering the service in 
1943 Couch was a marine inspec- 
tor and is a veteran of five major 
engagements with the Army in 
France during World War I. He 
holds the Purple Heart.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
Congress rang with loud and 
angry debate over criticism of 
Britain and Russia today, with ad- 
ministration supporters accusing 
the critics of “careless talk” which 
might prolong the war. 

On the House side, a razor- 
edged exchange was touched off 
by an attack by Representative 
Gavin (Rep.), Pennsylvania, on 
Prime Minister Churchill and 
British draft policies. : 

Churchill, declared Gavin, “seem 
content to let us throw thousands 
ef our boys into action to carry 
on the fight, hundreds of whom 
are liquidated very day.” 

Up leaped Representative Luther 
A. Johnson, Texas Democrat, 
shouting, “The gentleman has ren- 
dered a disservice to his country 
and to the Allies.” | 

Statements like Gavin's “should ; 
be suppressed,” Johnson declared, } 
adding that “they are calculated to ° 
promote disunity, prolong the war 
and encourage Hitler.” 

In the ensuing general debate. 
Democrats accused Republicens of 
nagging at the war effort, anc 
Republicans said Democrats spurn 
“constructive criticism” for po- 
litical reasons. 

Brooks Assails British, Reds. | 

During the height of the House 
argument, Senator Brooks (Rep.), 
Illinois, took the floor in_ the 
Senate to criticise both Britain 
and Russia for current political 
clashes in Europe. 

America is sending her sons to 
push the Germans back, Brooks 
said, while both Britain and Rus- 
sia are “engaging in a race for 
the future balance of power on 
the European continent.” 

Brooks declared Russia intends 
to extend her philosophy through- 
out the Balkans and Britain wants 
to set up puppet governments in 
Italy, Greece, Belgium and France. 
He demanded immediate clarifica- 
tion of the United States’ foreign 
policy. 

At one point, Gavin told the 
House that “British colonies are 
now just getting around to enact- 
ing legislation to draft men fo 
Overseas service.” ' 

Plea for “Prudence.” 

Majority Leader McCormack 
Massachusetts, told the Repub- 
licans his side welcomed “con- 
structive criticism” but said both 
parties should “use prudence in 
criticising the Allies.” 

“The gentleman from Pennsyl- 
vania did nothing worse than to 
tell the truth,” came back Repre- 
sentative Fish (Rep.), New York, 
a frequent critic of the adminis- 
tration, who was defeated Nov. 7 
for re-election. 

“This is not a New Deal war,” 
Fish declared. “To the Repub- 
licans I want to emphasize that 
you have a function—constructive 
criticism without fear or favor.” 

Fish turned to his own party 
to deplore what he termed a 
lack of vigorous minority leader-

Fish, who had returned to his 
seat, took the flood a few minutes 
later to declare, “It is the duty 
of all of us—Republicans and 
Democrats alike—to speak out and 
tell the truth regarding our Al- 
lies.” 

Criticising what he termed a 
majority tendency to whisper,

GO Be Gos Moving to a seat near Clayton’s 
elbow, Senator LaFollette opened 
a thick envelope which he said 
contained restricted documents 
jobtained from certain Federal 
agencies under an injunction of 
secrecy. He explained that the 
committee had ruled they could 
be used as the basis for his ques- 
tions, although they were not to 
be put into the hearing record. 

LaFollette began his new line 
of questioning by asking what 
Clayton meant yesterday when he 
said his firm, Anderson, Clayton 
& Co., had made no sales to Japan 
for some time prior to Pearl 
Harbor.” 

Clayton said that while he had 
given up management of the com-, 
pany coincident with his entry’ 
into Government, he had been in- 
formed by officers of the firm 
that the last sale of American 
cotton to Japan took place “in 
the latter part of 1940, about a 
year prior to Pearl Harbor.” 

The last sale of any kind of 
cotton to Japan made by his com- 
pany was in September 1941, by a 
Peruvian subsidiary of Anderson- 
Clayton, he testified. 

LaFollette asked about Ander- 
son-Clayton's dealings with Ital- 
jan customers after the outbreak 
of war in Europe in 1939. Clayton 
said that while shipments were 
made to Italy prior to its entry 
into the struggle, the company 
worked very closely with the 
British, who had adopted navicert 
control of shipping, with sales 
made only to firms which, in the 
estimation of both Anderson- 
Clayton and the British, intended 
the cotton for their own use and 
not for re-export to Germany.

HIS DEPOSITION Ih

Cross-Examination Waiv- 
ed—No Further Wit- 
nesses to Be Heard for 
Present.

former Union Electric president, 
about Hawes & Walsh. When 


Jacob M. Lashly of St. Louis, Un- 
ion Electric counsel, challenged 
relevancy of this evidence, Pug- 
liese explained to Commissioner 
Paxton Blair that the “purpose 
was to show Dulles knew what 
Egan and Boehm could do.” This 
line of questioning followed other 
questions, in answer to which 
Dulles had expressed his views of 
the general futility of employing 
Washington lawyers to represent 
corporations because of their ac- 
quaintanceships and contacts. 

Shown the memorandum of the 
Dulles said he as- 
sumed it had been prepared in his 
own office for his use in turning 
the tax matter over to Hawes & 
Walsh. It set out facts about the 
Government’s claim of a $239,000 
deficiency tax against Utilties Se- 
curities for 1929, a New Empire 
1930 claim for an $819,000 refund 
and the talk of some Government 
representatives of seeking to levy 
an additional 1930 tax of more 
than six million dollars on New 
Empire. 


Case Finally Settled. 

“The case was ultimately set- 
tled, but I don’t remember what 
it was settled at,” said Dulles. He 
told of having advised his client 
against employing Hawes & 
Walsh, but added that the cost of 
this retainer was “only $10,000,” 
which he regarded as relatively 
small compared with the sum at 
stake. Pugliese inquired whether 
Hawes had not been bitter be- 
cause he had been dismissed from

Hawkins, had invited him into a 
conference with Egan and Boehm 
because they wanted his judgment 
on the matter, 


“I expressed doubt of the wis- 
dom of retaining the firm,” he 
said, “as Cummings had just re- 
tired as Attorney General, and 
it would look as though political 
influence was sought. I said that 
departments such as the SEC 
didn’t like to be confronted by 
counsel who might be employed 
because of political influence. I 
was told then the firm already 
had been retained so the inquiry 
was academic, and I left the room 
and went back to my own office,” 


“Disturbed” Over St. Louis. 


Dulles told of the employment of 
Walter Lundgren, Franklin Lin- 


coln and John Haigney, lawyers, 
to assist Union Electric in connec- 
tion with the SEC investigation. 
He said Union Electric picked 
them from a group of lawyers 
suggested by Hawkins, In May 
1939, as the SEC investigation was 
dragging along, but with Egan and 
Boehm still in charge of Union 
Electric, Dulles recalled, he told 
Lundgren he was “disturbed over 
the St. Louis situation.”

The climax of his career hitherto 
hag of course been his service as 
American Ambassador to Japan 
during the most critical years 
which have ever existed in the re- 
lations between that empire and 
the United States. 

He has written most candidly 
and illuminatingly of his 10 years 
in Tokyo. He has gone to speak 
in every section of the United 
States since his return home to 
warn the people of this country of 
the gravity of the Japanese peril 
and to impress upon them how 
great must be the war effort 
which the United States will have 
to put forth before Japan can be 
forced to an unconditional sur- 
render. It can be said without 
fear of exaggeration that no am- 
bassador, in the singularly difficult 
and complex situation in which 
Grew found himself in Tokyo, 
could have served his country 
with greater capacity or could 
have reported more accurately to 
his government the probable shape 
of things to come. 


Grew’s Experience Needed. 

Grew will bring to the depart- 
ment a measure of knowledge and 
practical experience of foreign af- 
fairs which it sadly needs. 

He also possésses the respect of 
all of the members of the foreign 
service. That is a most important 
qualification at this time. For the 
men who are serving this country 
abroad in these trying days will 
be strengthened and heartened by 
realizing that they now have as 
Under Secretary a man who un- 
derstands their problems and their 
needs. The morale of the entire 
service will be rapidly improved. 

What is of course far more im- 
portant is the fact that the new 
Under Secretary of State has some 
éf the rarer qualities of states- 
manship. He has shown that he 
knows that no matter how wise a 
policy may be, the abstract formu- 
lation of that policy will not be 
enough to make it work. He real- 
izes that a just estimate of the 
real aims of other countries, ac- 
curate knowledge of the manner in 
which other peoples and other gov- 
ernments react and positive ac- 
tion taken by this government at 
the right moment are all of them 
equally essential if a United States 
foreign policy is ever to be more 
than mere words. 

For all of these reasons his ap- 
pointment should be welcomed 
with satisfaction by public opinion. 


Praised MacLeish 


Appointment. 

An appointment which is equally 
admirable for wholly different rea- 
sons is that of Archibald Mac- 
Leish to be Assistant Secretary of 
State in charge of press and cul- 
tural relations. 

There is nothing which is more 
imperatively needed today in the 
national interest than a full un- 


derstanding on the part of the 
people of the United States of the 
objectives sought by their Gov- 
ernment’s foreign policy, of the 
problems confronted in seeking to 
realize them, and of the reasons 
which lie behind the taking of all 
important steps in the conduct of 
their foreign relations. The offi- 
cials in the department who have 
in recent years handled its pub- 
lic relations seemed generally to 
be inspired by the earnest desire 
to prevent the press and radio 
correspondents, and the public 
whom they served, from knowing 
anything at all of the course 
which the department was pursu- 
ing, or of the developments which 
were taking place in our dealings 
with foreign governments. Their 
attitude was usually based upon 
the assumption that the public 
should have implicit faith in the 
department’s oomniscience, and 
that the department was under 
no obligation whatever to tell the 
public more than what it thought 
it good for the public to know. Ob- 
viously, no democratic control of 
the foreign policy of this nation 
can be hoped for under such con- 
ditions. ; 

MacLeish is ideally qualified 
to reverse this trend. He has 
preached democracy. He also be- 
lieves in its practical application. 
He is convinced that it is neces- 
sary for the people, when they 
pass upon the policy of their gov- 
ernment, to have had made avail- 
able to them all of the facts upon 
which their decisions should be 
based. 

He will be an eloquent spokes- 
man for the department. He will 
also be a liberal spokesman, in the 
truest meaning of that much- 
abused term. 


Rockefeller Well Known. 


Nelson Rockefeller is well 
known and liked throughout the 
other American republics. He has 
served. the ideal of inter-American 
solidarity with untiring devotion 
and sincerity throughout the time 
of his previous service in the Gov- 
ernment, It is to be hoped that 
his selection to supervise the con- 
duct of inter-American affairs will 
serve to arrest the disastrous de- 
terioriation in relations between 
the United States and the rest of 
the American republics which has 
been taking place in recent 
months. 

There is nothing to be gained 
by holding out to American pub- 
lic opinion any ground for false 
optimism as to the immediate 
future in the foreign relations 
of this nation. Recent develop- 
ments in Europe, in the Far 
East, and in the Western Hemi- 

sphere offer no room for ilhu- 
sions as to the gravity of the 
problems which we _ confront. 
The continued postponement of 
the creation of any international 
organization is alone sufficient 
to indicate the supremely crit- 
ical nature of the period through 
which we are passing. 

The citizens of this country have 
now at least the very comforting 
assurance that the President has 
chosen to assist him in these three 
key positiong men of the highest 
competence, capable of serving 
their country in an hour of great 
anxiety with unselfish patriotism, 
with special knowlege of their as- 
signed tasks, and with individual 
abilities of an exceptionally high 
order, 


PENSION PLAN 
FOR CONGRESSMEN 
POPS UP AGAIN 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
A new pensions-for-Congressmen 
campaign developed today on Cap- 
itol Hill It had the backing of 


Chairman Norton (Dem.), New 
Jersey, of the House Labor Com- 
mittee and the tacit backing of 
other members. 

Mrs. Norton emphasized in an 
interview that she was not pro- 
posing gifts for members of Con- 
gress when they leave public serv- 
ice, but simply to extend the cur- 
rent Federal employes’ retirement 
system to elective and executive 
officers. 

She pointed out that Congress 
has built up a contributory retire- 
ment fund for most Federal work- 
ers, the amount of retirement pay 
being based on the amount of 
money contributed, and the entire 
system being worked out on an 
actuarial basis. 

Other members of Congress 
promptly joined the movement en- 
thusiastically if anonymously. 

“Had it not been for unfair pub- 
licity given when we had a retire- 
ment bill before Congress some 
time ago, retirement legislation 
for Congressmen now would be a 
fact,” one of them said. “The pay- 
ments into the fund by the aver- 
age Congressman would have been 
almost as large as the benefits 
received.” 


President, Vice President, Speaker 
and other executive officers. Vin- 
son remarked that the $10,000 sal- 
ary prescribed for Congressmen 
in 1923 was deemed adequate then 
—but times have changed. 

The Vice President now gets 
$15,000; the Speaker $10,000. 

The House already has voted a

has not acted on the proposal. 


LUBLIN POLES SOON TO FORM 
PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT 


MOSCOW, Dec. 13 (AP).—Es- 
tablishment of a provisional gov- 
ernment of Poland at the next ses- 
sion of the Polish National Coun- 
cil early in the new year is fore- 
cast by Boleslaw Berut, the coun- 
cil president. The council, which 
has headquarters in Lublin, is in 
opposition to the London exile 
government, 

Berut said a Parliament would 
be chosen as soon as Poland was 
fully liberated and a president 
elected “by general ballot after 
the war.” 

“I believe France will recog- 
nize the new Poland because of 
the traditional friendship between 
our two countries,” Berut de- 
clared. (Rumors in Paris said the 
new 20-year pact signed by France 
and Russia during Gen. Charles 
de Gaulle’s visit to Moscow last 
week provided for recognition by 
France of the, Lublin committee.)

Problems on Agenda.

NORDEN BOMBSIGHT 
NOW TURNED OUT 
ON ASSEMBLY LINE 


Instrument Requiring Incredi- 
ble Accuracy of Parts Put 
in Mass Production. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 13 (AP). — The 
Norden bombsight, for long the 
nation’s most closely guarded war 
secret, is being manufactured on 
a mass production basis in a Chi- 
cago plant that formerly made 
adding machines, the Air Techni- 
cal Service Command disclosed 
yesterday. . 

For the first time since the be- 
ginning of the war, reporters were 


escorted through the plant of the 
Victor Adding Machine Co., where 


hundreds of employes are per- 


forming precision operations, in- 
cluding tolerances down to seven 
millionths of an inch. Some parts 
of the Norden bombsight exceed 
the close limits ordinarily asso- 
ciated with the finest watch by 
40 times, engineers said, but they 
declared the company was produc- 
ing the sights on a progressive 
assembly basis with all parts in- 
terchangeable. 


Air Corps spokesmen said the 
secret of the bombsight lies less 
in its design than in the incred- 
ible accuracy of its component 
parts and the skill of the master 
craftsmen responsible for its man- 


GERMANS TO BE IMPRISONED 
IN OWN CONCENTRATION CAMPS 


NEW YORK, Dec. 13 (AP). — 
The Allied Military Government 
in conquered German territory 
will take over all Nazi concentra- 
tion camps and use them for the 
detention of arrested Nazis after 
the innocent victims in the camps 
have been released, a proclama- 
tion broadcast in the name of Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower said today. 

The proclamation, the tenth in 
a series outlining plans of the Al- 
lied authorities, was reported by 
the Office of War Information. 

The broadcast said the Allied 
Military Government would ‘take 
over control of all prisons and re-

must draw upon their local re- 
serves; to some extent they must 
from time to time draw upon their 
strategical reserves.

What Are We Fighting For? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Political conditions in Europe, especial- 
ly in Greece and Italy, revive the conun- 
drum, What Are We Fighting For? Is 
democracy our goal or is it imperialism 
and the restoration of monarchies? 

The Government of King George of 
England tells the world that Great Brit- 
ain is going to dictate who gets what 
and how in Europe, and that what is 
now taking place in Greece and Italy is 
but a prelude to coming events, There- 
fore, it must be agreed that Bourbon- 
ism is coming back in Europe and com- 
ing back with a bang—that is, if His 
Majesty can bring it back, 

It is true that Washington has solemn- 
ly puckered its brow over Downing 
Street’s latest pronouncement, but just 
what does that mean? Shortly after Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill gave a 
coming-out party for the Atlantic Char- 
ter and the Four Freedoms, which were 
to usher in the “golden glow,” Mr. 
Churchill told his countrymen that he 
had no thought of living up to them. If 
Mr. Roosevelt was upset by Mr. Church- 
fll’s letdown, he never let on. Since then, 
however, all passwords to Utopia have 
been kept secret. 

Churchill now says that England did 


not violate its understanding with the 


United States either in Italy or Greece, 
and British papers assert Washington’s 
slap on the wrist is nothing more than 
the pot calling the kettle black. Per- 
haps that is true and, if it is, what are 
we fighting for? 

England's ultimatum to Greece and 
presumably to Italy, is: “Take your 
King and like him or the Big Berthas 
will blow you down.” That is the sole 
issue. 

About 12 million American men and 
women are now fighting and hundreds 
of thousands are dying in the belief that 
they are saving democracy. This nation 
has spent about one-fourth of a trillion 
dollars in support of its warring mil- 
lions. Here are the net results to date: 

Four or five little European nations 
that were induced to commit suicide by 
giittering promises of democracy are 
on the brink of revolution, if not stark 
anarchy. Homelands are in shambles 
and populations are dying by the mil- 
lion of starvation. Food is withheld be- 
cause the people will not accept political 
dictation from plunderbund politicians. 

Amid the ruins and desolation, the 
world is now witnessing a struggle be- 
tween conflicting ideologies for control 
of Europe, and perhaps the world, and 
the United States has taker its stand 
with the relics of antiquity. All the 
‘while we are being lulled to sleep with 
sweet assurances that when peace comes 
the forces that are now in combat will 
meet in some blissful Armageddon where 
all will battle for the Lord.

What the State Department has done, 
however, has often seemed at woeful odds with 
what the State Department has said. 

Secretary Stettinius’ forthright declaration 
against British meddling in Italian politics, al- 
most immediately upon his assumption of the 
No. 1 Cabinet post, led inevitably to the hope 
that at last this nation had a Secretary of State 
who would speak plainly and act forcibly. Mr. 
Stettinius, in an extension of his statement next 
day, applied the principle of self-determination 
to the Greeks, among whom Mr. Churchill’s 
policy of political interference has produced its 
most unfortunate consequences to date. 

Now this nation waits, and the other nations 
wait with us, to hear what Mr. Stettinius, after 
saying that it should be done, means to do to see 
that it is done. In ‘his statement to the Senate 
committee, the Secretary spoke yesterday for 
prosecuting the war to the quickest possible end; 
for disarming aggressors; for establishing a 
United Nations organization capable of maintain- 
ing the peace, by force if necessary; for a 
maximum foreign trade, and for encouragement 
of the democratic way of life throughout the 
world. 

These are large generalities, pretty generally 
agreed to nowadays, although meatier than those 
Mr. Hull has been fond of uttering. Meanwhile, 
what does the State Department mean to do 
about outside meddling which is attempting to 
maintain Tory and unpopular governments in 
Italy, Greece and Belgium? Generalities are 
only as good as their specific working out, and 
the specific problems are by now so grievous 
that American policy needs to be no less specific 
than the problems themselves. 

Why does not our Secretary of State follow up 
his fine declaration of political self-determina- 
tion by speaking for united action by the United 
Nations and against the spheres-of-influence 
bane which is poisoning the political reconsti- 
tution of Europe? 

Our nation could hardly do better than to 
admit frankly the error which it made at Te- 
heran in adopting separate zones of military in- 
fluence for Britain, Russia and the United 
States. Military influence cannot be totally 
separated from its political implications. The 
responsibilities which the three leading powers 
bear toward the liberated countries are re- 
sponsibilities which can be performed by no 
one of them separately, which can be performed 
only by all of them in concert. For what the 
British do in Greece, the United States also will 
be judged; and not only in Greece, but in 
Yugoslavia and Chile also. 

As Sumner Welles wrote: “. . . Unless the 
three major powers, and it is to be hoped France 
as well, and other important European states, 
joined with them, soon set up a more effective 
mechanism for achieving . .. a common po- 
litical understanding, no real progress toward 
Italian stability and democratic self-government 
is going to be made.” 

At the prospective conference of Roosevelt, 
Churchill and Stalin, the spheres-of-influence 
policy should be charged off to profit and loss, 
and a policy of one influence for all spheres 
should be determined upon and publicly pro- 
claimed. Enunciation of such a policy by the 
State Department now would help to place an 
active public demand in support of it. 

Decision by the three leading nations to take 
all decisions jointly would scotch the propa- 
ganda of Dr. Goebbels, who has been busily cry- 
‘ing that the Allies are about to answer the 
Nazis’ prayer by falling out among themselves. 
It would lead to better-balanced judgments. It 
would make more probable the construction of a 
lasting peace, by preventing Europe from dis- 
integrating into the mess which, after the last 
war, caused so many of the people of the United 
States, in repugnance, to withdraw from the 
whole affair. 4 

The day to eradicate the spheres-of-influence 
jingo—root, branch and evil flower—is now. 
The way to eradicate it is by a determined policy 
of united decision. 
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Eisenhower, Too 

When Gen. Eisenhower the other day met 
the delegation of Congress members visiting the 
Western front, he told them that in his opinion 
medical enlisted men are entitled to $10-a-month 
battle pay, just like the fighting soldiers, and 
urged that they receive it. 

Soldiers and correspondents have been point- 
ing out the injustice since last summer. Ernie 
Pyle has written about it. From all hands come 
tributes to the medics, and one group of infantry- 
men took up a collection to give these gallant 
if unarmed soldiers the equivalent of combat 
pay. 

Who else is needed to indorse this proposal 
before Congress swings into action on it? 
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Medical Care for Jail Inmates 

Circumstances surrounding the death of a City 
Jail prisoner, Alfred Anderson, show that a 
change in the methods of providing medical care 
for prisoners there is emphatically in order. 

Anderson was unconscious when arrested last 
Wednesday morning and it was assumed: he was 
“just plain drunk,” to quote Chief Guard Bar- 
bieri. He was left alone in a cell, and Thursday 
afternoon was found injured on the floor. Up to 
that time he had received no medical attention, 
not even an examination. At City Hospital, he 
was found to be seriously injured, and he died 
there Saturday morning. 

There are various explanations for the failure 
to examine or attend this man: the jail phy- 
sician is present only part-time; he examines 
only prisoners who have just been admitted or 
who report sick; Anderson was in no condition 
to be moved; Warden Hensley was ill Thursday 
and says Barbieri considered Anderson “‘still too 
drunk” to be taken to the doctor's office. | 

Any institution conducted on even a semblance 
of humanitarian principles surely should have a 
system to make certain that its inmates get

case should not be tolerated any longer. 
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What Churchill Told the Greeks 


The speeches and papers of. Winston Church- 
ill stand the test of time better than those of 
most other public men. Rarely does he make 
a claim or a promise or a prediction that takes 
on a hollow ring when read again after a year 
or so has elapsed. But one brief Churchill state- 
ment must sound ironic indeed today to the 
patriots of Greece, and must even be somewhat 
embarrassing to the Prime Minister. On Oct. 28, 
1942, second anniversary of the attack upon 
them, he addressed this message to the Greeks: 

A year ago today, I expressed our grati- 
tude for what the people of Greece had done 
and were then doing for the Allied cause. 
Another year has passed during which the 
invaders of your land have tried by brute 
force and starvation to subdue the fires of 
Greek independence. They have failed, and 
your courage and spirit in adversity remain 
a lively inspiration to the United Nations. 

Outside their own country, the armed 
forces of Greece—the Navy, Army and Air 
Force—are once again in the field, already 
testing their growing strength in the face 
of the enemy and anxious for the day, not 
far off now, when they will be with you and 
avenging your sufferings. 

The British people greet you in admira- 
tion and sympathy, and in the firm confi- 
dence that the day of freedom will surely 
dawn, 

Now that day has dawned, and it sees Brit- 


ish troops, tanks and bombing planes using brute 


force “to subdue the fires of Greek independ- 
ence.” And to reduce to ashes the Prime Min- 
ister’s fine words of October, 1942. 
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Vacations Are Needed

Idle Offer From Chungking 


Now that the terms of Chiang Kai-shek’s pro- 
posal to the Chinese Communists are out, it’s a 
wonder why the Chungking Government thought 
it worth while to mention the proposal at all, let 
alone raise the hubbub of hopes that has been 
going on for the past several days. 

Chiang’s new terms are not substantially any 
more of a compromise than any of his former 
proposals. As usual, the Chinese Communists 
are given an opportunity to place themselves in 
complete subjection to the Kuomintang. 

Specifically, Chungking offers the Chinese 
Communists two posts in the Government, in 
which they would be submerged and powerless; 
and offers—demands would be a better word— 
to take over their army. 

If these are all the terms, they can hardly 
be considered a bona fide offer of civil peace, 
and there was never any possibility that the 
Chinese Communists would accept them. Chung- 
king would deal better with its friends in other 
countries if ft avoided raising hopes that, on ex- 
amination, prove empty. 
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To Increase Our Imports 

The Department of Commerce, aware that the 
United States must increase its imports after the 
war, is about to embark on a pioneering venture. 
It plans to comb United States markets for po- 
tential purchasers of foreign goods. 

It would probably be over-sanguine to expect 
a great deal to come of this first venture. The 
department is likely to find itself vulnerable to 
political pressure. It may find that in avoiding 
imports which would or could or just conceivably 
might have an effect on domestic production, it 
must lean over backward so far as to be supine. 

But it is a beginning, and the direction in 
which it points is right. Given enough public 
support, it could be a forceful instrument in re- 
establishing the economic balance of a perilously 
wobbly world. 
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Barren Competition for Industry 

“Statistical studies by the State Department of 
Commerce show that a billion dollars’ worth of 
goods that could be made in Pennsylvania— 
and some day probably will be made here by 


someone—is now being made elsewhere.” Thus 
advertises the State of Pennsylvania. 

If this mea what it says, Pennsylvania 
wants immigrant factories from other staves. 
Considering the way it has lost industry to 
Maryland, where the advertisement was pub- 
lished, and especially to New Jersey, the desire 
to start a reverse trend is normal. The same 
motive, moreover, accounts in large part for 
Pennsylvania’s defense of the freight-rate sys- 
tem that gives Eastern industry undue ad- 
vantages over Southern and Western. 

So long as others harp on the same theme, 
there is eye-for-eye justification for Pennsylva- 
nia’s.course. But the theme itself is question- 
able. The kind of enterprise that makes the 
best citizen is rarely the one enticed away 
from someone else. It is rather the business 
which develops in the particular environment 
of resources and markets as though by very 
nature. The notion of capture should give 
way to-the idea of native growth. 

Business growth there must be, if this country 
is to make good on the full-employment objec- 
tive. It must be widespread, for if one area 
gains only by depriving others, its shiny ma- 
chines will preséntly be running only half-time 
because others have lost the means to buy. 

So Pennsylvania, and the many others engaged 


’ jn this barren competition, would be doing them- 


selves and everyone else a better service by 
devoting more effort to new inventions, new 
products, new ideas for more economical dis- 
tribution.

TVA success is attributed to regional setup which ignores state 
lines; the valley of “the wild Missouri” should profit by its ex- 
ample, former TVA foe declares; flood control and irriggtion 
would benefit 11 million people; Lilienthal suggested as chairman.

The Tennessee Valley Authority—TVA— 
is now conceded to be a success even by 
many of those who opposed it most bit- 
terly while it was getting on its feet. 


It began in Woodrow Wilson’s time as 
the Muscle Shoals (Wilson Dam), Ala., 
project for nitrate manufacture. It lapsed 
out of public attention during the Harding, 
Coolidge and Hoover administrations, and 
was revived in the first Roosevelt admin- 
istration. 


Nowadays, the TVX operates a giant 
complex of dams and power plants embrac- 
ing the entire Tennessee River system. 
In the area are parts of Virginia, North 
Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Tennessee and Kentucky. Results deliv- 
ered include flood control, erosion curtail- 
ment, electric power production and im- 
proved navigation. 

None of the individual states in the 
Tennessee River system could have han- 
dled the river and its tributaries alone. It 
took a Federal organization to do it—one 
which could ignore state boundary lines 
just as the rivers do, and which could 
also fit the ambitions of state politicians 
into their proper place in the whole picture, 


Needed in This Valley 


On the other side of the Mississippi and 
considerably to the north of the Tennessee 
River system is another and much bigger 
network of rivers—the Missouri River sys- 
tem. 


The Missouri itself is 2469 miles long, 
from its beginning at Three Forks, Mont., 
to where it empties into the Mississippi at 
St. Louis. Some of its feeders are big 
rivers in their own right. The biggest of 
them are the Platte, Little Missouri, Yel- 
lowstone, James and Big Sioux, Nine large 
states lie wholly or partly in the Missouri 
watershed-—Colorado, Iowa, Kansas, Mias- 
sourl, Montana, Nebraska, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Wyoming. 


Gen, Custer'’s old Seventh Cavalry regi- 
ment (now fighting dismounted with Mac- 
Arthur in the Philippines) had a song 
about “the wild Missou-ri” (last syllable 
rhyming with “rye”) and the term was 
and is no exaggeration, 


The wild Missouri stages one flood a 
year regardless, and sometimes more, It 


put on two in 1943, and the total estimated 


damage was $63,000,000, 


A great deal of effort has gone into 
jetties, dikes, channel-widening, and so 
on, to curb the Missouri and its more 
temperamental tributaries, but it hasn't 
done much good. There are the usual 
conflicts between states over what should 
be done, and what the main uses of the 
river should be, 

Farmers back in the semi-arid states of 
Montana and North and South Dakota 
want irrigation service, chiefly; people 
down in Nebraska and Missouri are more 
interested.in flood control and better navi- 
gation. 

It seems obvious that, as in the case of 
the Tennessee River system, nothing but 
a Federal Authority, overriding individual 
state objections in order to serve the whole 
Missouri system area, can deliver a com- 
plete job. 


A Workable Plan Necessary 


Not that a Missouri Valley Authority— 
MVA—should try to copy the TVA in all 
respects. Problems involved in the two 
areas differ widely, The Missouri, for 
example, runs mainly through flat country, 
while the Tennessee and its feeders are 
mainly in mountain country. 

For that reason, it is hard to see how 
any phenomenal amounts of power could 
be produced from Missouri River dams— 
though there are engineers who insist that 
some one to three million more kilowatts 
than at present could be wrung out of it. 


Flood control and irrigation look from 


here like the major goods which an MVA 


could deliver, to the great benefit of the 
11,000,000 people who inhabit the Missouri 
River area, and to the increase of the 
entire nation’s real wealth, 


David E. Lilienthal, who has made so 
good a record as TVA chairman, might 
be given the job of supervising develop- 
ment of an MVA, 

The main thing, we think, is for Con- 
gress to put together a workable plan, 
with the best professional advice procur- 
able, and get it on the books, so that work 
can be commenced as soon as possible after 
the war. We'll most likely be needing a 
lot of job-making public works projects 
sooner or later after the war. Here is one 
which, in addition to making considerable 
jobs, ought to make that part of the United 
States considerably better and more pro- 
ductive. 


‘ More Missouri Mules Needed 


From the Chicago Daily News 


The old Army mule, a veteran campaign- 
er in our wars, is being used in transporting 
supplies in the rugged terrain of the Apen- 
nines in Italy, of the Vosges along the 
French border and at many other points 
where roads are non-existent. This is 
shown by the fact that the War Shipping 
Administration has just allocated 17 Liber- 
ty ships to be converted to transports for 
moving mules and mule equipment over- 
seas. 

That is all very well, but we wonder if 
there are enough mules available to keep 
the transports full. 

Mule production has dropped alarmingly 
in this country in recent years as tractors 


replaced animal power on farms. Gasoline 
rationing has reversed the trend to some 
extent, but is it enough? Perhaps mules 
will be scarce as cigarettes by Christmas. 

Traditionally, it is up to Missouri, But 
there are many mules also in Illinois, par- 
ticularly in the Southern part of the State. 
So it is also up to Illinois and other states 
where mules can be raised.

New Carl Crow Book on China 


Minimizes Role of Communists 


“China Takes Her Piace,”’ by Cari Crow. (Harper & 

Brothers, New York.) 

Thirty years in the Shanghai area make 
Carl Crow an “old China hand” in discuss- 
ing the most controversial of the four great 
Allied powers. His “400 Million Customers,” 
while by no means profound, certainly was 
one of the few books on China to reach 
the mass of the American people, and that 
early influence was for the good. 

In his new book, Crow again demon- 
strates his mastery of the anecdote, After 
four chapters of story-telling, his amusing 
style disappears, and he does perhaps the 
most serious writing he has yet done on 
China—a matter-of-fact account of Sun 
Yat-sen and the early revolutionaries, Jap- 
anese aggression, the Kuomintang, the co- 
operatives and the Communists. 

* . . 


On the last three subjects, Crow betrays 
a lack of touch with the realities of pres- 
ent-day China. This is all the more amaz- 
ing in view of the fact that since the re- 
call of Gen. Stilwell,-a good deal of the 
truth about China has come to most Amer- 
icans. This enlightenment was never more 
evident to this reviewer than last week, 
when, in lecturing in the Army orientation 
program, he found that almost all GI’s have 
figured out the truth about the Chinese 
puzzle. 

Crow’s biggest mistake is his automatic 
acceptance of all Kuomintang claims as 
accomplishment, He seldom questions 
what has actually been done, and somehow 
has escaped entirely such truths as those 
revealed by Edgar Snow and the Latti- 
mores—who point out that while the Kuo- 
mintang continually talks about democracy, 
there is less democracy anywhere in China 
today than in the most imperialist sections 
of India. Crow has been blinded by the 
splendor of the dreams of Dr. Sun and the 
real revolutionaries of the past, and has 
been taken in by the phony aura of their 
successors, 

« * « 

After an account of the co-operatives 
which gives @ number of members much 
greater than recent visitors to China have 
given, Crow attempts to present “both 
sides” of the Communist-Kuomintang atrug- 
gle. This is his moat miserable failure. 
There are no two aides if we want to win 
the Chinese war quickly and cleanly, No 
foreign writer who has been in China since 
Pearl Harbor has found anything but the 
obvious fact that practically all fighting 
against the Japanese ig being done by the 
armies of the Chinese Communists. 

Crow apparently has heard none of the 
frequent complaints that most lend-lease 
should be going (under the Churchill prece- 
dent in Yugoslavia) to the hardest-fighting 
forces against the common enemy, not to 
Chungking, which actually turns it against 
the Communists from time to time. 

There is no doubt of Crow’s sincerity, 
and that his heart lies with China, but the 
fact remains that she is not taking “her 
place” as a democracy under present 

auspices, Crow has misplaced his faith, 
and the Crow who was once ahead of China 
in “400 Million Customers” hag been left 
behind in his newest book. The events of 
recent months make his distance from the 
real core of China’s problems all the more 
obvious.

For a Return to Principles 


T 


HE line taken by Dr. Goebbels in the Greek affair indicates the 
seriousness of the dilemma of United Nations relations. 
on a pure propaganda impulse, the German radio first took the 


Acting 


line that the Greek people were rightly resisting British occupation 
forces. It was an appeal to Europe to recognize that the Allies were 


after domination, not liberation. 
But on second thought Goebbels 
changed to a political line. It says 
to the British: I told you so; the 
European continent is undermined 
with Communism; Britain is not 
strong enough to suppress.it; Rus- 
sia will back it; and therefore 
Britain needs Germany, the real 
bulwark against Bolshevism. 


This has been the ace card of 
Germany since 1933—the fear of 
European left-wing movements in 
conservative British circles. It 
lies behind Munich and explains 
the early appeasement policy. 


Exit Atlantic Charter. 


Now Goebbels hopes to revive it, 
and the Greek situation gives the 
Nazis the chance to do so. As 
Nazis, they will not succeed. But 
I am not sure that circles which 
originally backed Fascism will 
not, in the long run, succeed. 

If we criticise British policy, it 
must not be with self-righteous- 
ness. The United States, in the 
Giraud case, made similar. at- 
tempts. We have also not chosen 
to wage a straight anti-Fascist 
war. The United Nations have not 
developed any principles to guide 
them. The Atlantic Charter, sol- 
emnly signed by America, Britain 
and the Soviet Union, has been 
- abandoned. Those who have in- 
sisted on the application of prin- 
ciples have been called “idealists,” 
and for the first time in American 
history the word is opprobrious. 

The “realists’—for whom the 
word used to be “cynic’—have 
taken the line that power alone is 
what matters and that it can be 
separately exercised in assigned 
areas, 

Now we see where such “real- 
ism” leads us. Far from establish- 
ing our mutual power, it brings us 
into a conflict of powers. Instead 
of easing the conflicts between left 
and right, it exacerbates them. We 
have made a virtue of muddle- 
headedness and called it wisdom. 


Orbits Are Hazards. 


We have refused to learn from 
the mistakes of our enemies. At*® 
Munich, and in the Russo-German 
pact, the attempt was made to 
keep peace by dividing Europe into 
“orbits.” At Munich, Czechoslo- 
vakia came into the German “or- 
bit.” When Hitler, therefore, with 
realistic logic, believed he could 
occupy Prague and set up a pup- 
pet government, he was amazed 
that the Western powers, especially 
Britain, cried that he had “gone 
a 

The Russo-German pact was an 
attempt to define orbits between 
the Soviet Union and Germany. It 
broke over the issue of German 
penetration into Romania and Bul- 
garia, where the orbits crossed. 


There is no question whatever that 
Greece has, by mutual agreement, 
been miade a British “sphere” at 
least during the war—but without 
defining what rights, obligations 
and limitations the assignment en- 
tailed. The same is true in Poland. 
It is regarded as within a Soviet 
orbit, but without the obligations 
and limitations of a common pol- 
icy. 


Issues Come Home to Us. 


Now, when each proceeds to act 
according to unilatera] concepts of 
interest, the others are appalled. 
And Britain and the United States 
being democracies, the people in 
both countries react regardless of 
their government. The Greek is- 
sue becomes a British and an 
American domestic issue. _ And 
there is no standard of reference, 
no court of principle, to which the 
issue can be referred, 

There is, however, one place 
where spheres of influence come 
cheek by jowl— Germany. Ger- 
many is supposed to be occupied 
by three separate armies and, for 
that purpose, divided into three 
separate parts. A joint council is 
supposed to lay down a common 
policy. But we already have joint 
councils: the Allied Commission 
for Italy; the European Advisory 
Council in London. Neither has 
prevented the serious rift that has 
arisen over Greece and the Italian 
Government. In both cases the 
Russians have stood aside. In 
Italy, the Communist Togliatti 
has joined the Italian Government 
—without Sforza, and without the 
Soctalists—while in Greece the 
British are massacring E. L, A. 8S. 
forces of national liberation, on 
the ground that they are built 
around a solid core of Commu- 
nists! 


Tempest Ahead in Reich. 


But in Germany, the Russian 
interest is too strong to permit 
standing aloof. Thus we risk to 
have three separate policies car- 
ried out in the same country, 
simply because we have refused 
to formulate a common demo- 
cratic policy. 

If the Greek question is causing 
such an earthquake, we can only 
shudder to foresee the tempest 
tHat may arise over Germany. 

It is not enough to recognize the 
necessity of establishing common 
principles of guidance, binding 
upon all three great allies; we 
must create those principles and 
implement them in detail, Post- 
ponement will not make the task 
easier, Agreements reached be- 
tween three national leaders will 
not solve the problem, either. The 
people themselves must clearly 
know. what principles are guid- 


ing us.

If his viewpoint is to disqualify 
him to handle our foreign eco- 


nomic relations, it might be on 
the score that he is too firmly 
rooted in the conviction of free 
trade in a world which has moved 
a long way toward cartelization. 


Senators Unrealistic. 


Whoever has the responsibility for 
giving direction to our economic 
policy abroad is going to have to 
face the fact that many countries, 
Britain and Russia among them, 
intend to exercise stringent gov- 
ernment controls over their for- 
eign trade after the war. é 

By shaking our finger and say- 
fing, “Naughty, naughty,” we’re not 
going to change any of this. And 
that goes for the Senate of the 
United States. We can be -purists 
and perfectionists in these mat- 
ters, but we're likely to find our- 
selves in a pretty lonely position. 

That great statesman from Ken- 
tucky, Senator “Happy” Chandler, 
Wants to know who won the elec- 
tion. He looks with deep suspicion 
on these minions of “Big. Busi- 
ness,” Clayton, the cotton broker, 
Nelson Rockefeller, grandson of 
old John D., and Edward R. Stet- 
tinius Jr.. son of a Morgan part- 
ner. 

Well, all right, who did win the 
election? Let’s suppose that the 
appointments had been made on 
that basis. The most important 
single factor was the Political Ac- 
tion Committee. There can be little 
argument about that. 


An Ominous Attitude. 


It so happens that the executive 
director of PAC, C. B. Baldwin, is 
a very capable administrator who 
has given good service in several 
important Government positions. 
What if Stettinius had named 
Baldwin as one of his assistants? 
It would have been in many ways 
a logical appointment. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Baldwin was a 
with State Department approval, 
to an important administrative 
post in Italy just before he de- 
cided to cast his lot with labor’s 
new political wing. 


But if Baldwin had been named, 
that same Happy Chandler would 
have yelled to high heaven. So 
would a number of other Senators 
who are now being persnickety 
about Will Clayton. 

The point I want to make is 
that it’s impossible to find a Sir

Galahad who-is so pure that he 
has never had any views of any 
kind on any subject. It you could 
find such a white knight, he would 
be worse than useless. 

One faction in the Senate doesn’t 
like Archibald MacLeish. They 
say he’s too liberal, and they 
don’t seem to like his poetry. An- 
other faction doesn’t like Clayton 
and Rockefeller. They're too 
rich, apparently. 

I suppose no real harm will be 
done by the delay in calling these 
men up for questioning as to their 
views. It’s the attitude behind 
this action that’ seems to me 
ominous for the future. 


Can Quibble Peace Away. 


The Senate’s fussy perfection- 
ism seems to assume that we have 
an infinity of time in which to 


Department into a truly effective 
instrument. It assumes that we 
can delay indefinitely while we 
search for the knight whose 
strength is as the strength of ten 
because his heart is pure. 

We haven't got that much time, 
as the headlines out of Europe 
ought to make us aware every 
hour of the day. The American 
position must be formulated with 
some unity behind it. The peace 
can be quibbled away on the floor 
of the United States Senate. 

What has happened can be put 
down in part to the final quack- 
quack of some of the lame ducks 
who were voted out this fall, That 
old feudist from Missouri, Ben- 
nett Champ Clark, seems deter- 
mined in the last days of his sen- 
atorial career to pay off all his 
old grudges. 

ut it is more than that, It is 
the attitude of jealous perfection- 
ism that may obstruct anything 
we try to do. This is what seems 
serious to me.

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CARLTON HAYES QUITS 
AS ENVOY 10 SPAIN 


Roosevelt Nominates Norman 
Armour for Post—Stein- 
hardt Shifted. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
The White House announced to- 
day the resignation of Carlton 
Hayes as ambassador to Spain and 
the nomination of Norman Armour 
to replace him. 

Armour now is acting director 
of the State Department’s office 
of American republic affairs. At 
the time of the appointment of 
Secretary of State Stettinius, 
President Roosevelt announced he 
would give Armour an important 


new position. 

Armour formerly was ambassa- 
dor to Argentina. He was recalled 
several months ago when United 
States-Argentine relations became 
strained. 

The President, in another shift, 
nominated Laurence A, Steinhardt, 
now ambassador to Turkey, to be 
ambassador to the Czech govern- 
ment in exile in London. The 
Turkish assignment was left open. 

Hallett Johnson was nominated 
to be ambassador to Costa Rica, 
succeeding Fay Desportes, who 
died several weeks ago. 

Hayes went to Spain as ambas- 
sador two years ago. He and the 
British ambassador, Sir Samuel 
Hoare, were the chief negotiators 
of the Allied-Spanish deal by 
which Spain cut shipments of 
wolfram to Germany to a mere 
trickle. 

Recently he has been the target 
of criticism from some groups 
here who contended he was in- 
clined to deal too leniently with 
the Franco government. 

Chairman Connally (Dem.,), 
Texas, of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee said it was 
his understanding that Hayes is 
returning to his former connec- 
tion with Columbia University.

78 STEEL COMPANIES DENIED 
REHEARING IN WAGE RULING 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
The War Labor Board today de- 
nied the petition of 73 steel com- 
panies for reconsideration of the 
board’s decision in the “basic 
steel” wage case. 

Moving swiftly after the CIO 
Steel Workers notified the board 
they did not desire to use the two 
weeks period allowed for filing 
their answer to the petition, the 
board cleared the way for enforce- 
ment of its decision, 

Certain wage adjustments relat- 
ing principally to odd-hour shifts 
which the steel companies con- 
tended were in violation of the na- 
tional wage policy, were granted 
to the 485,000 employes of 86 ateel 
companies involved in the case.

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NAVY SAVES BILLIONS 
INREVISING CONTRACTS 


Cash Refunds and Elimination 
of Excess Profits Redute 
Costs by $7,500,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
Renegotiation of war contracts is 
estimated to have cut $7,500,000,000 
from the cost of the Navy. 

A report from the House naval 
committee showed today that re- 
negotiation of contracts by the 
Navy had resulted in $3,740,211,501 
in cash refunds from contractors 
and the elimination of $3,887,596,- 


607 in excess profits, 

Contracts totaling 56 billion 
were renegotiated. 

The report—a legislative resume 
of the Navy’s activities for two 
years—showed the growth of the 
United States fleet. 

When 1944 commitments are 
filled more than 40,000 new ves- 
sels, with a total tonnage of near- 
ly 3,500,000, will have been added 
to the fleet. 

The Bureau of Ships is spend- 
ing a million dollars an hour to 
maintain the Navy’s fighting 
strength. In a little more than 
four years the fleet tonnage has 
increased more than seven times 
and the number of vessels has 
multiplied 100-fold since 1940. 

The Marine Corps—19,400 of- 
ficers and men five years ago— 
has reached a combat strength 
of 478,000.

PPLE dumplings have not lost 
A cx iota of their appeal since 

grandma’s day. This stream- 
lined version loses none of its old- 
fashioned popularity, but has less 
pastry, less sugar and is quickly 
made. Just remember a few basic 
principles and you will have a 
dessert that your family will not 
let you forget about, but will de- 
mand again and again. Choose 
apples that are tart, and I mean 


tart after cooking; add just the. 


right amount of sweetness, a rich 
pastry over all and bake to a 
tempting brown, just long enough 
to thoroughly cook the apples. 
Serve warm for the best in flavor 
and aroma. 

Apple Dumplings. 

Plain pastry, four Jonathan ap- 
ples, four teaspoons butter, one- 
half cup corn syrup, one-fourth 
cup brown sugar, six tablespoons 
water, two tablespoons lemon 
juice, one-half teaspoon cinnamon, 

Make a pastry of one and one- 
half cups flour, three-fourths tea- 
spoon salt, six tablespoons lard, 
four to five tablespoons water. 
Peel and core apples, place in but- 
tered baking pan (wide and deep 
enough to hold all four apples 
without crowding). Cut apples 
part way down into sections, still 
retaining original shape, for quick- 
er cooking. Pour remaining in- 
gredients over apples, cover with 
pastry rolled to fit top of baking 
pan. Cut vents in top over each 
apple. Bake at 450 degrees for 
12 to 15 minutes.

Doctor on 
Symptoms 
Of Cancer

LETTER with a note ap- 
A pended from a newspaper edi- 

tor prompts me to explain 
again the logic of the methods of 
the campaign against cancer. 

The letter said in effect: “I am 
a woman of 40 and have a lump 
in my breast. Could it be cancer? 
‘What should I do?” The editor 
who sent me the letter wrote: 
“We have a good cancer control 
set-up in this town, but education 
of the public is slow.” 

Exactly. It all seems so clear. 
How in the name of humanity can 
I sitting at a desk 500 miles away: 
tell from a letter or description 
whether a lump in a 40-year-old 
woman’s breast is cancer or not? 
Some such lumps are, the major- 
ity are not. The majority are 
chronic inflammatory masses that 
tend to occur at that age, which 
happens to he the age at which 
cancer occurs. 

Re Rs 

THE PROPER PROCEDURE is 
to go to a doctor ‘or properly or- 
ganized clinic and have an exam- 
ination and an opinion. As the 
editor says, the machinery is all 
set up. They have in that city 
where the woman lived a branch 
of the National Society for the 
Control of Cancer with a properly 
authorized clinic. 

In about four out of five cases 
of this kind a definite opinion 
could be given after getting a his- 
tory and making a simple physical 
examination by palpation. It 
might take 20 minutes. In the case 
which is in doubt a small piece of 
tissue could be removed under 
local anaesthetic, submitted to a 
pathologist who would section it, 
put it under a microscope and ar- 
rive at a very definite conclusion. 

Who do not people follow this 
perfectly simple and reasonable 
procedure? 

I suppose some do not because 
of ignorance. They do not know 
where the clinic is. They sit there 
wasting precious time, and don’t 
even look in the telephone book, If 
there is no listing under Cancer 
Control the local medical society 
can tell the proper address, There 
is either a city or a county medical 
society everywhere. If you don’t 
know the name of it call up any 
doctor and he will give advice’ If 
you live out in the country away 
from any doctor it certainly is 
worth a trip to town.

ANOTHER REASON that holds 
with some people is fear, They 
think the doctor will want to cut, 
to perform an operation. Well, as 
I say, in the case of lumps in the 
breast the chances are that in nine 
out of ten cases it is not cancer, 
and to know that should certain- 
ly mako the worrier feel better. 
Even if it is the exceptional case 
and an operation is needed, that 
has been experienced by human 
beings before and they have lived 
through it happily and they have 
lived cheerfully. 

It is certainly not as bad as sit- 
ting on a keg of dynamite—and a 
keg about which there isn’t any 
maybe but which is certain to ex- 
plode. Cancer does not get well 
of itself, In talking about tuber- 
culosis we have to acknowledge 
that lots of cases have recovered 
without any benefit from any doc- 
tor or medical treatment, but not 
cancer. There are a few reports 
of spontaneous remission, but they 
are all doubtful. And in treating 
it there are only three methods 
that have proved value—surgery, 
X-ray and radium. Anybody that 
monkeys with serums or gland ex- 
tracts of such like methods does 
it at their own risk. 

Yet another reason that may 
keep such a person from applying 
for proper advice is fear of the 
expense involved. I do not know 
how to answer that objection. The 
cr®wn and glory of the medical 
profession has been that it has 
always reached the poor. If any- 
where in the world we have earned 
some other reputation we have re- 
linquished what is indeed a price- 
less heritage.

becoming and be assured that it 
is fashion-right. However, if she 
likes to look ahead in her pur- 
chasing so that her coat will be as 
smart several years from now as 
it is today, the chances are that 
she will select a model which has 
a softly moulded silhouette. 
Shoulders are softer on many of 
the newest coats, and the armhole 
is deeper. There is a muffled look 
at the neckline although the coat 
may be devoid of a collar. The

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 


TOLD you yesterday that I 
would write more about the 
Chapel Oaks housing project. 


It is built by a private firm and 
is not as yet quite finished. The 
architect told me with some pride 
that they were trying to fill the 
great need which now exists in 
Washington for housing for col- 
ored people. They told me no 
land, however, could be obtained 
anywhere in the District, so this 
development is outside, in Mary- 
land. The architect told me that 
a bus ran within two blocks of 
this development, and that it took 
only 35 minutes to reach the city. 
I found, however, that men going 
to work in Washington allowed 
as much as an hour and a quar- 
ter, but nobody complained of 
transportation, 


The development has _ water, 
sewers, electricity and gas. The 
houses, one-story with cellar, are 
detached. Along certain streets 
the drainage is bad, and water 
stands in some of the cellars, The 
builders assured me that they in- 
tended to continue the draining 
and landscaping of the project, as 
it is not yet entirely finished. 


Such houses as are there have 
already been filled, clearly indi- 
cating the need for housing in 
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Washington for this group. But 
they agreed that a man should 
earn $55 weekly to live there. I 
can well understand, however, 
that people with children will pre- 
fer béing there, where they have 
a little space, than in two rooms 
in the city, even if these can be 
obtained. 


This is a project where the peo- 
ple may buy .their homes, but I 
hardly think it is suited for the 
income group to which it is cater- 
ing. The bank, of course, is the 
ultimate landlord, and it seems to 
me that the rents are too high 
for the people to be sure of re- 
taining their properties. In addi- 
tion to rent, there is a charge of 
$1 a month for water and $1 for 
garbage disposal, 

Next door there {s another set- 
tlement which does not compare 
to this one, where houses have no 
plumbing nor any planned space 
around them, I am afraid I did 
not feel that the interests of peo- 
ple on the project were being 
properly safeguarded, nor did I 
feel convinced that private enter- 
prise could do this housing job 
at all, even with such Govern- 
ment assistance as is available, 


Yesterday morning I took the 
members of my press confere conference 
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on a tour of the White House. I 
was glad to have this opportunity, 
as many of them had never seen 
the White House in prewar days.
